has been hearing rumors thai German steel man- 
ufacturers are about to enter the American mar- 
ket on fi-large scale, bringing cut-throaI prices. 
Hu«o Slinncs steps out from the atmosphere of 
rumors and announces that he lias iri.000 tons 
of steel rails, ready on the docks at Hamburg, 
which he is offering for deliver}- in America at 
lower than the American price. 


To make 1,000 torts-of steel rails in our 


country requires the labor of 5,000 men for one 
diiy. If Stinncs. instead of nn American mill, 
qcts the order for l^'OO l°n* o1' 1-llils' il wl" 
mean that ii.QOO American steel workrncp will 
be idle for fifteen days. On a larger or smaller 
scale, that is the. effect when any of us buys 
abroad at a cheaper price something that could 
be made in America. 


Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the Beth- 


lehem Steel Corporation, snys an ounce of gold 
today buys the labor of an American workman 
for seventeen hours. 
The same ounce of gold 


buys fifty hours of labor in England, ninety-six 
hour? in Japan, one hundred and seven hours in 
France and (wo hundred and two hours in Ger- 
many. 'Hie labor cost in manufacturing is, ac- 
cording to these figures, twelves times as high in 
America as.in Germany. This is largely due lo 
difference in foreign exchange, based on the gold 
standard of money. 


Last year, to protect American workmen 


against a flood of millions of low-waged foreign- 
ers pouring into our country and demoralizing 
wages, congress passed a bill restricting immi- 
gration. The foreign workmen, barred from 
Amcric::. have stayed at home. 
They work 


there, their products flowing into our markets. 
Automatically, that throws American workmen 
out of jobs, just as thoroughly as if thr labor 
competition were allowed lo enter, 
.hist how 


much that competition amounts to now. cannot 
he estimated exactly. Hut it is large. And it is 
hound to increase as European countries get 
their machinery of production back to normal.
